enough flour for over a million one 
pound loaves ii day, 
For a full y ear at 
this rate there would lie 
ii w aste of 
over 31 ID *00,OOO pounds of flour 1,300,- 
000 barrels of flour enough to make 
.'915,(KH),OOO loaves. 
As it takes four and one-half bushels 
of wheat to m ake a burrel of ordinary 
dour. tills w aste would represent the 
flour from over 7,<100,000 bushels of 
w lieut 
Fourteen and nine tenths bushels of 
wheat on the avern go arc raised per 
aero. 
It would take the fruit of sonic 
170,000 acres just to provide a single 
xii- e of bread to la* wasted dally Iii 
every bom©. 
To produce this much flour calls for 
an arm y of farmers, railway men and 
flour mill people. 
To get flu* flour to 
fbi* consum er dills fur m any freight 
• ars and the use of many tons of coal. 
But, sonic olm says, a full slice of 
bread is not wasted in ©very home 
Very w«*II, 
Make It a dally slice for 
every four or even ten or every thirty 
homes, m ake a weekly or m onthly slid* 
in ov cry home or make tin* w us it si slice 
thinner. The wast© of flour involved is 
still appalling, altogether too great to 
Im* tolerated when w heat is scarce. 
Any wast© of bread Is Inexcusable 
when then* are so uiau,v w ays of using 
stale bread to cook delicious dishes. -
